ceived here.

Milwaukee he resided in Adams coun- 
ty. 
Mr, Deaner, who was sixty 
five 
years old, served on the Milwaukee j 
police force for twenty five years. He j 
was retired with a pension in 1920. 
Mr. Deaner frequently 
visited 
the 
farm of his brother and sister, near 
here. 
He is a son of 
Michael Deaner, of this county. 
The shooting occurred while Dean­ 
er was waiting for a train to Mil­ 
waukee. 
He was in the waiting room 
talking to a friend, 
Peter 
Sujran, 
when two negroes approached, drew 
revolvers 
and fired. 
Deaner 
was 
shot in the right shoulder. 
An ar­ 
tery was severed and 
he 
bled 
to 
death. 
Sujran was wounded in the 
right thigh. 
The negroes fled. 
Mr. Deaner was returning from a 
visit to his farm at Ruble, Missouri. 
He had left the train at Dwight to 
change cars. 
Eugene Farris, a Memphis negro, 
is under arrest in Dwight, as a sus­ 
pect of the murder. 
No apparent 
motive for the crime is seen by the 
police, unless the negro intended to 
kill Peter 
Sujran, a 
resident 
of 
Touluca, Illinois. 
Conrad W. Deaner and his daugh­ 
ter, Sarah, of near Gettysburg, are 
now in Milwaukee and attended the 
funeral of the murdered man Wednes­ 
day of this week.

They also forget that unless food is kept chilled all the 
tim e it will spoil just as surely on a warm day as on a hot 
day, but not quite so fa st. 


W hatever the tem perature may be outdoors— hot, warm 
or cool— the tem perature in your ice-box should always 
be the same—that is ice cold. Otherwise your milk, meat, 
butter and eggs will not keep. 
Bacteria breed above a 
certain temperature— aboue 50 degrees for m ost foods, 
and at BO degrees they breed very fast. 
That starts de­ 
cay . 


If the fall proves hot, you will use a lot of ice and must 
have it; if it turns cool you will use but little ice to keep 
your refrigerator ice cold. 
You don’t have to think of the 
w eather. 
Keep your ice chamber filled. 
That will pro­ 
tect your food all the tim e and cost you only 
what the 
weather may m elt. 


It is both wasteful and unsafe to let your ice get low be­ 
cause the weather is a bit cooler.
